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WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE  P 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH  P 


The  College  was  founded  in  1872,  as  an  institution  exclusively  for  the 
Blind.  Students  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  the 
Colonies.  The  College  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its  object 
is  to  trail}  the  Blind  to  earn  their  own  living,  a)id  to  render  them  indepen¬ 
dent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object 
which  the  College  has  succeeded  and  does  continually  succeed  in  accom¬ 
plishing,  and  there  are  now  more  than  650  former  pupils  not  only  earning 
their  oxvn  living,  but  in  several  cases  assisting  their  parents. 

84.4  per  cent,  of  the  graduates  are  filling  their  places  in  the  world  as 
organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen,  scliool 
teachers,  governesses,  shorthand  typists,  etc.  Without  the  College  train¬ 
ing  man}'  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless  and  a  permanent 
charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is  therefore  an  economic  asset  to  the 
community,  and  should  receive  whole-hearted  and  generous  support. 

.4s  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  very  largely  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good  work 
and  secure  such  a  fund  as  will  place  its  national  and  imperial  work 
for  the  Blind  on  a  permanent  financial  basis.  You  therefore  who  can  see, 
will  you  not  help  the  Blind  and  give  them  the  interior  light  of  intelligence 
and  hope  to  gain  their  livelihood  ? 

It  is  considered  a  grand  and  noble  act  to  endow  a  College  for 
the  Sighted.  Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  in  the  case  of  the  Blind? 

It  should  ever  be  remembered  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  Blind 
than  to  support  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and  physical  benefit 
which  is  given  to  any  individual  by  training  him  to  become  a  self-respect¬ 
ing  citizen  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated.

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PIONEER  WORK  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


1.  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1873.— A  fuller  and  more  comprehensive  form 
of  Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

Instruction  in  the  tuning  of  the  Player-piano  was  commenced  in 
1917.  The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  and  have  exceeded  all 
expectations.  No  tuner  can  now  gain  his  Graduation  Certificate  unless 
able  to  tune  this  instrument. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873. — All  forms  of  physical  training,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  .systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881. — Mendelssohn’s  “Son  and  Stran¬ 
ger”  was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So 
much  success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expenses 
of  the  Party  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city. 
Enough  money  was  raised  by  this  and  repeat  performances  to  print  the 
Cathedral  Psalter  in  Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value 
to  blind  people,  and  greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of 
movement  and  awkward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been 
annual  performances  of  at  least  two  plays. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882. — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  in  the  world 
to  open  this  particular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883. — Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  a  bath  55ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to 
6ft.  deep,  was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  was  founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five  boys  were  successful  in 
gaining  their  Proficiency  Certificate.  Since  that  date  48  Certificates  and 
17  Medallions  have  been  won. 

6.  Toothed  Wheel  Pencil  and  Compasses,  1886. — These  instruments 
enabled  pupils  to  make  their  own  geometrical  figures  and  were  specially 
useful  in  the  working  out  of  riders.  Prior  to  this  time  attempts  had 
been  made  to  work  figures  with  a  needle  and  thread,  but  naturally  with 
but  little  success.  H.M.  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  heartily 
congratulated  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  in  having  introduced  them  into  the 
College.  The  National  Institute  now  manufactures  and  sells  these  exceed¬ 
ingly  useful  articles. 
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7.  CycUng  and  Roller  Skating,  1887. — Kight-in-hand  and  twelve-in- 
hand  crcles  were  purchased,  and  in  addition  to  thoroughly  touring  over 
the  roads  of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  Brighton 
and  b.ack,  to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby. 

Roller  skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  and  at  various  times  the  tests  of  the 
National  Skating  Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  passed. 

8.  Typervriling  1887,  Shorthand  1898. — Thougb  typewriting  and 
shorthand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Birmingham,  the  College  was 
the  first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  work  which  would  qualify 
students  to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 

9.  Training  College,  1895. — The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates  have  been  employed  as 
teacbers  at  Birmingham,  Bradford,  Brighton,  Burmah,  Cardiff,  Ceylon, 
Glasgow,  Leeds,  London,  Montreal,  Newcastle,  Nottingham,  Preston, 
Rhyl,  Southsea  and  many  other  Institutions. 

10.  Ejcaminations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College 
of  Organists,  1901. — This  was  the  first  year  in  which  these  examinations 
were  undertaken.  To  date,  59  students  and  graduates  of  the  College  have 
gained  the  Associateship  and  26  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Organists,  while  46  have  won  the  Licentiate  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music.

11.  Degree  of  Mus.  Bac.,  1910. — Victor  Spanner  was  the  first  pupil 
who  obtainecf  this  Degree  while  a  student  of  the  College,  though  two 
other  irr.aduates  gained  the  distinction  many  years  prior  to  this  date,  after 
leaving  the  Institution.  In  September,  1918,  Leonard  Marsh  was  also 
successful.

Needless  to  say,  such 
encouragement  will  stimulate  the  Board  of  Governors  to  continue 
the  education  and  training  of  the  blind  girls  and  boys  committed  to 
their  charge  to  the  utmost  of  their  ability  and  thus  still  further 
enhance  the  record  the  College  has  made,  not  only  in  the  Kingdom 
of  the  Blind,  but  throughout  the  civilised  world. 

The  Board  cannot  forbear  quoting  from  the  speech  H.R.II.  the 
Prince  of  Wales  delivered  on  the  9th  .July,  1923  : 

“  IJuring  the  last  few  days  I  h.ave  seen  some  of  the  letters  which 
the  Principal  has  received  from  past  graduates — splendid  lestimoiiiefi 
to  the  value  of  the  College  training.  They  speak  with  gratitude  of 
tlie  splendid  all-roniul  education  received  here  at  Norwood,  of  the 
fact  that  they  are  able  thereby  to  ass(x:iate  with  all  kincls  of  peojile 
on  equal  terms,  of  the  high  ideals  and  examples  that  arc  constantly 
kept  before  them  by  the  staff,  and  of  the  feeling  of  independence  they 
now  enjo.v.  (Cheers.)  There  is  not  time  this  afternoon  to  (pioto 
passages  from  these  letters,  as  1  should  like  to  have  done,  but.  from 
the  striking  testimony  which  they  bear,  I  am  convinced  that  all  who 
are  in  a  position  to  do  so  and  who  have  the  welfare  of  the  blind  at 
heart,  could  not  help  a  worthier  cause  than  by  giving  to  the  Royal 
Normal  College.”  (Cheers.) 

Viscount  Grey,  who  also  spoke  on  that  occasion  and  who  now 
we  are  glad  to  say  is  numbered  among  our  Vice-Presidents,  added  : 

“Large  buildings  and  grounds  did  not  mean  wealth;  the  finest 
houses  and  grounds  in  the  country  were  suffering  most  the  consequences 
of  the  war — want  of  money.  To  keep  equipment  up  to  date  was  more 
costl.v  than  before  the  war,  and  as  modern  inventions  increased,  more 
and  more  appliances  were  wanted.  The  object  of  teaching  and  training 
the  blind  was  one  which  ought  to  have  all  their  sympath.v;  further, 
the  Royal  Normal  College,  which  had  been  the  pioneer  in  the  work 
and  was  recognised  by  the  Carnegie  In.stitute,  was  doing  a  unique 
work  and  provided  one  of  the  moanri  by  which,  most  juau-ticably  and 
efficioni ly,  people  could  show  their  sympathy.”  (Cheers.) 

Prize  Festival.  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  We  quote  from 
“  The  Times  ”  of  26tli  July  : 

“  Yesterda.v  was  the  I’rize  Festival  Day  at  the  Royal  Normal 
College  and  .Vcadem.v  of  Music  for  the  Blind,  Ppper  Norwood,  vS.IO. 

“  The  college  was  founded  in  1872.  and  nioi'e  than  050  former 
pupils  are  now  not  only  earning  their  own  living,  but  in  several  cases 
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assisting  their  parents.  The  prizes  were  presented  by  the  Arclihishop 
of  Canterburv,  who  witnessed  a  number  of  demonstrations  of  the 
students,  such  as  roller-skating,  swimming  and 

and  typewriting,  music,  marching,  and  dancing.  In  addition,  there 
was  a  Scout  demonstration  of  bridge  bui  ding,  in  which  ^8  Boy  Scouts 
participated,  and  a  trestle  bridge  was  also  built  by  blind  Boy  Scouts. 
Apart  from  the  school  prizes,  there  were  musical  successes  at  other 
histitutions.  A  fellowship  of  the  lloyal  College  of  Organists  was  won 
by  William  Avery,  and  at  the  lloyal  Academy  of  Music  licentiateships 
Jere  gained  by'  Ida  Simpson,  Pcrcival  Dean,  Samuel  Kerry  and 
Harold  Uttloy,  bringing  the  total  number  of  such  successes  up  to 

“  The  prizes  were  handed  to  the  students  by  the  Archbishop,  who 
shook  hands  with  each  of  them. 

“  The  Archbishop,  addressing  the  company,  said  that  no  one  could 
see  what  the  guests  had  seen  that  day  without  marvelling  at  what 
had  been  done  by  ingenuity  and  resourcefulncsfi  for  the  benefat  ot  tliose 
who  were  and  had  been  in  the  institution.  He  sometimes  w'ondered 
whether  they  might  have  overlooked  one  thing  with  reprd  to  those 
who  were  deprived  of  sight.  They  all  knew  how  the  blind  had 
developed  faculties  other  than  those  that  people  with  sight  possessed 
—some  kind  of  instinctive  sense  which  seeing  people  did  not  under¬ 
stand,  which  produced  a  combination  of  strange  and  instinctive  PO"’er 
that  helped  the  removal  of  the  difficulties  which  afflicted  the  sipt  ess 
They  were  inclined  sometimes  to  think  of  what  England  would  look 
like  50  or  100  years  hence— what  changes  there  would  be  in  ordinary 
social  life  compared  with  what  they  were  accustomed  to  in  these  days. 
It  was  a  fascinating  thought,  especially  when  they  saw  the  changes 
that  had  come  about  in  this  century.  He  was  certain  that,  whatever 
else  was  changed,  they  would  find  there  would  be  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  efforts  of  those  who  founded  and  nurtured  this  College 
and  were  giving  such  an  example  to  the  country  and  to  all  of  us  of 
what  can  be  done.  What  particularly  struck  one  was  the  variety  of 
lesoiirce  that  had  b^eii  sliowii  iu  thinking  about  wliat  ought  to  bo 
done,  and  then  the  perseverance  and  power  in  carrying  it  out.  Our 
grandchildren  50  years  hence  would  be  saying  how  strange  it  was  that 
in  the  e.arly  (piarter  of  the  20th  century  things  had  not  been  found  out 
which  to  them  would  seem  so  obvious.  .\ud  when  people  did  look 
back  they  would  say  that  among  the  pioneers  of  change  were  those 
who  worked  at  the  'Norma!  College  for  the  Blind  at  Norwood. 


“  One  thing  to  be  coiwidered  was — how  was  it  going  to  be 
supported  in  years  to  come?  He  did  not  expect — and  he  was  not 
sure  that  he  should  like  to  see  it  done— that  the  country  could  take 
over  the  College,  in  an  official  sense,  and  manage  it  with  the  enthusiasm, 
zeal,  and  enterprise  which  were  the  result,  in  large  part,  of  voluntary 
effort.  He  believed  that  voluntary  effort  would  still  form  an  essential 
part  in  anything  that  was  done  in  that  direction.  If  so,  then  they 
must  take  care  now  that  the  public  were  brought  into  touch  with  and 
made  to  realise  the  successes  that  had  been  won  over  difficulties  that 
seemed  insuperable.  Efforts  like  that  ought  to  be  encouraged 
throughout  the  land,  and  places  like  that  should  be  put  beyond  all 
possibility  of  peril  and  detriment.  He  was  grateful  for  what  had 
been  done  there,  and  he  would  continue  to  do  his  best  to  encourage 
every  one  he  could  to  interest  themselves  in  the  College  and  support  it.

(.overnors),  seconded  by  Mr.  Guy  M.  Campbell  (Principal)  tie

The  CollOgG  3S  PioneGri  The  College  has  led  the  way  in 
providing  Higher  Education  for  blind  girls  as  well  as  boys,  and  bas 
enabled  the  musical  students  to  successfully  compete  with  seeing 
students  for  such  coveted  distinctions  as  Miis.Bac.,  F.K.C.O., 
A.R.C.O.,  L.H.A.M.,  A.H.C.M.,  etc.  Tlie  methods  used  in 
teaching  tlie  tuning  of  pianoforte,  piano-player,  and  harmonium  and 
American  organ,  as  well  as  Braille  shorthand  and  typewriting,  have 
made  it  possible  for  over  six  hundred  and  fifty  blind  students  to 
graduate,  enter  the  open  market  and  win  their  way  to  citizenship 
and  financial  success. 

Successes  of  Students.  The  success  of  students  in  passing 
Musical  and  other  Examinations  and  securing  employment  continues 
to  bo  very  grattf3dng.

Friends  and  supporters  all  over  the  country  are  urged  to  continue 
to  press  the  claims  of  qualified,  and  only  qualified,  students  for  a 
trial  as  pianoforte  tuners,  musicians,  school  teachers,  governesses 
and  shorthand  typists. 

Unfortunately,  again,  a  note  of  warning  must  be  sounded. 
Unscrupulous  blind  people  are  still  found  claiming  to  be  qualified 
xehen  they  are  nothing  of  the  ];ind,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  blind 
people  are — and  rightly — ineligible  for  the  Home  Worhers’  Grant 
unless  and  until  they  can  produce  a  Certificate  of  Efficiency  from 
their  place  of  training.  Sometimes  these  people  obtain  employment, 
and  though  they  are  soon  found  out  and  discharged,  much  harm  to 
the  future  emplot/ment  of  the  blind  has  been  done.  Everyone  wi'i 
agree  it  is  most  unfair  that  the  strong  prejudice  existing  agains 
employing  blind  people  should  be  intensified  by  unqualified  incom 
petents.  In  the  commercial  world  it  is  efficiency  alone  that  counts. 
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To  safeguard  against  misrepresentation,  all  properly  qualified 
students  who  leave  the  College  are  given  a  Certificate  which,  when 
asked  for,  they  should  be  able  to  produce.  All  prospective  employers 
should  know  that  if,  for  any  reason,  the  Certificate  cannot  be 
produced,  they  will  receive,  on  writing  to  the  College,  a  reply  by 
return  of  post,  vouching  for  the  statements  of  the  applicant  if  they 
be  true. 

Queen  Alexandra  Rose  Day  Fund.  The  Board  of  Governors 
sincerely  tender  their  very  grateful  thanks  to  the  Queen  Mother  for 
continued  proof  of  her  practical  interest  in  again  allocating  to  the 
College  one  hundred  pounds  from  this  Fund. 

Gardner’s  Trust  for  the  Blind.  To  the  Trustees  the  Board 
are  deeply  indebted  for  the  continuance  of  Scholarships.  During 
the  year  twenty-two  boys  and  eighteen  girls  sat  for  the  Examination  ; 
seventeen  boys  and  sixteen  girls  were  suecessful,  and  there  is  now 
a  waiting  list  when  vacancies  occur. 

Masonic  Help.  The  Anima  Lodge  again  generously  contributed 
.£6  2s.  6d.  To-day  boys  and  girls,  children  of  Masons,  are  being 
educated  at  the  College.  The  Board  are  convinced  that  if  this  fact 
were  better  known,  other  I.odges  would  follow  the  excellent  example 
and  grant  a  sum  of  at  least  ten  shillings  as  an  annual  subscription.

Brand  and  Joan  Tompsett,  aged  respectively  eleven  and  twelve, 
read  portions  of  Scripture. 

National  Lending  Library  for  the  Blind  Reading 
Competition.  Five  girls,  viz.,  Christina  Mactavish,  May  Walker, 
Sarah  Beddow,  Nora  Smith,  and  Ida  Simpson,  competed.  This 
was  the  fourth  year  of  this  Competition,  and  H.R.H.  Princess 
I.ouise  Duchess  of  Argyll  attended  and  presented  the  prizes. 
Sir  Johnston  Forbes-Robertson,  Professor  Gilbert  Murray  and 
Mr.  .1.  C.  Squire  acted  as  .ludges. 

Mr.  Mowatt’s  Gift  of  Animal  Models.  One  of  the  most 
delightful  gifts  ever  presented  to  the  College  has  been  that  of  48 
animal  models  (made  to  .scale)  by  Mr.  G.  Mowatt,  .I.P.,  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  educational  value  for  blind  children 
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of  being  able  to  examine  at  leisure  such  animals  as  the  giraffe, 
elephant,  lion,  ostrich,  kangaroo,  orang-outang,  crocodile,  whale, 
turtle,  polar  bear,  swan,  etc.,  etc.,  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

No  arrangement  of  dots  on  a  flat  surface  can  ever  convey  to  a 
blind  person  a  proper  impression  of  such  animals  as  those 
mentioned.  The  models  practically  become  tlie  blind  child’s  “  Zoo.” 
Reading  about  animals,  instead  of  being  hazy  and  uninteresting, 
becomes  fascinating.  The  Board,  staff  and  pupils  are  very  grateful 
to  Mr.  Mo  watt. 

Mr.  Crimsdale’s  Gift  of  Boat.  Another  splendid  gift  was 
the  presentation  of  a  double  sculling-gig  by  Mr.  Harold  Grimsdale, 
tlie  Hon.  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  of  the  College,  and  also  a  Member 
of  the  Board  of  Governors,  so  that  the  teaching  of  rowing  on  the 
lake  could  again  be  resumed. 

Coventry  “  Help  the  Blind  ”  Committee.  The  kindly  gifts 
of  this  Committee,  of  strawberries  and  cream,  oranges,  Christmas 
puddings,  etc.,  etc.,  during  the  year,  and  the  hearty  good  wishes 
which  accompanied  them,  are  very  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Board. 

Lady  Campbell’s  Recitation  Prize.  In  November  Lady 
Campbell  presented  a  capital  sum  of  money  for  the  foundation  of 
an  Annual  Recitation  Prize,  to  be  known  as  “  The  Lady  Francis 
Campbell  Annual  Prize,”  for  excellence  in  Recitation. 

Tlie  Candidates  are  to  give  five  short  selections,  one  each  from 
Shakespeare,  Milton,  Wordsworth,  and  Tennyson,  and  a  prose 
composition.  The  Judges  are  to  consider  accuracj^  good  articulation, 
and  intelligent  rendering.

The  College  is  situated  at  Upper  Norwood.  The  principal  entrance,  is  in  Wcstow 
Street.  An  outline  Map,  showing  the  position  of  the  College  and  of  different 
Railway  Stations,  .Motor  ’Bus  and  Tram  Halts  in  the  neighbourhood,  will  be  found 
on  the  next  page. 

The  regular  Visitors’  Days  are  the  first  Thursday  afternoons  in  each  month,  except 
during  January,  April,  August,  and  September.  Visitors  will  have  an  opportunity 
of  inspecting  the  various  departments  from  3.15  to  5.15  p.m. 

Parents  or  friends  may  visit  pupils  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  month, 
between  3  and  5.30  p.m.  If,  for  any  special  reason,  parents  wish  to  see  their 
children  at  other  times,  they  should  write  to  the  Principal  for  an  appointment.  As 
a  rule,  it  is  not  expected  that  more  than  two  friends  will  visit  any  pupil  on  the  same 
afternoon.
